| GEAR MAN WINS IN IOWA. 


BOWEN PICKED FoR sPEAKER BY 
SHE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


Baton, the Candidate of the Cummins 
Paetion, Gets Thirty-eight Votes 
to Forty-three for the Victor, but 
It Is Decided That Cummins Shall 
Remain in the Race for United 
(‘States Senator to the Last—End of 
, Determined Contest.

Republican House caucus tonight nominated 
Dr. D. H. Bowen of Alamakee County for 
Speaker of the House. He received 43 votes 
to 38 for W. L. Eaton of Mitchell County, 
the candidate of the Cummins wing. 

The battle was one of the most hotly con- 
tested in Iowa politics in many years, and 
the result, it is held, makes it almost cer- 
tain that Senator Gear will be reélected to 
the United States Senate, as it is admitted 
that a half dozen Gear men voted for Mr. 
Eaton to redeem pledges made “before the 
Senatorial contest got entangled wi 0 
Speakership. 

The caucus vote tonight indicates that gen · 
ator Gear has close to fifty votes in the 
House and at least twenty-five in the Sen- 
ate. This would put his total vote on joint 
ballot at seventy-five, a comfortable ma- 
jority. 

The result shows that the Bowen organ- 
ization is one of the strongest ever put up in 
lowa. Never before in a close contest did a 
majority of the Republican members meet 
in a conference and proceed in a body toa 
caucus room and cast their votes in open bal- 
lot for any candidate. . : 

At a caucus of the Cummins men held at 
midnight it was decided not to withdraw 
Mr. Cummins’ name from the Senatorial con- 
test, but to fight the matter to the end. 


First Test of Strength. , 

Representative Dows of Linn, a Bowen 
man, was selected chairman 
and the first test of strength came on the 
motion that the vote for Speaker be viva 
voce, The supporters of Mr. Bowen advo- 
cated an open ballot, while the Eaton people 
argued at length that there was no precedent 
for such a thing. 

Representative Temple led the fight for 
‘an open ballot and Representative Byers 
championed the secret ballot plan. A num- 
ber of speeches were made, but the forty- 
three Bowen men stood together, and when 
the ballot was cast voted solidly for an open 
ballot for Speaker. There were thirty-eight 
votes in opposition. 

The selection of a candidate for Speaker 
came next, and here again the forty-three 
Bowen men stood like a wall, the Cummins- 
Baton forces being defeated by a vote of 
48 for Bowen to 38 for Baton. 

Then came speeches of acceptance by the 
successful candidate and congratulations 
and promises of fealty from Mr. Baton, the 
defeated candidate. | 


There was no time lost today by either 
side in the Speakership contest. Bowen 
men and Eaton men worked as they never 
have before, and some of them put in a good 
part of last night in rounding up the doubt- 
ful members. 

When the Bowen caucus last night devel- 
oped the fact that at least forty-one mem- 
bers could be counted on for the Gear can- 
didate an agreement was prepared pledging 
the signers to vote for Dr. Bowen for Speak- 
er. Shortly before midnight forty-one sig- 
natures had been secured, and before morn- 
ing two more were added to this list, one sig- 
nature being authorized by wire. 

When the Eaton people learned this morn- 
ing what had happened they gave it out that 
‘some of their men had gone into the Bowen 
caucus to “see what was going on.“

emptying above, drives the Illinois’ flow 
still closer in to the Illinois shore. 

“As one of the engineers, writes Mr. 
Donlan, “I worked at the Chain of Rocks 
putting in the coffer dam for the tower in 
the river. Water is drawn at the lowest 
level of the Mississippi River, and 1 doubt 
tf there are eighteen inches above the intake 
at this stage of the river. Water from the 
Illinois comes down on the Illinois side of 
the river, and at the Mississippi's lowest 
stage it does not come within 1,500 to 2,000 
feet of the tower. In high water the Illinois 
is 4,000 feet from the tower, for the reason 
that the Missouri River drives it further 
in toward the Illinois shore. One has only 
to examine these currents to see truth 
of my statement.“ 

“As for contamination in the water, the 
Health Commissioners and the Mayor of St.

demic in the city last fall, caused by impure 


water. Twenty miles below, however, there 
was no such sickness, though Jefferson Bar-

Eckhart Agrees with Donlan. 

Mr. Donlan has been an engineer on the 
river for twenty-seven years, and knows 
every crook and turn of the stream from St.

Some water has flowed through an open 
gate in the dam in the drainage canal at 
Lockport, and now the gates are shut, and 
the upper level of the canal will be allowed 
to fill to Chicago datum, or whatever the 
level of the Chicago River happens to be.

PROGRESS OF LOAN COMPANIES. 


Auditor of Public Accounts Tells Year's 
Business in Illinois and Suggests 


eld, III., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The 
eighth annual report of the Auditor of Pub- 
Mc Accounts of Building, Loan, and Home- 
stead Associations of the State has just been 
prepared. The receipts of the State for the 
year from examinations and filing fees is 


$22,269. 

In his report, accompanying a tabulated 
statement of the assets and Habilities of the 
509 associations, the Auditor says in part: 
“Barly in the year inspectors were in- 
structed to make careful investigation as to 
the relations existing between associations 
and the officers and directors thereof. Asa 
general rule it was found that those con- 
nected with the management were perform- 
ing their duties in a faithful and capable 
manner. To this rule there were, however, 
found some exceptions. 

In some instances it was ascertained that 
one or more members ot the board had no 
financial interest in the association which 


they had deen chosen to manage, 
and that board meetings were ot 
held with that regularity. and fre- 


quency which good business methods 
would seem to require, In some cases it was 
noted that officers and directors were de- 


linguent upon stock upon which advances 


had been made. 

aan expenses w decreased dur- 
ing the year by $117,651. e cost of carry- 
ing loans was 1.22 per cent upon the average 
amount of loans in force, as against 1.21 
per cent during the preceding year. 


Suggests an Improvement. 
“Interest, premiums, and fines acerued 
and unpaid show a decrease of aproximately 
18 per cents Improved financial conditions 
would seem to imply that a sufficient effort 
to reduce this account—an asset the value 
of which must evér be considered somewhat 
conjectural—has not been put forth. 
Unless a more pronounced effort be made 
to bring this account within more narrow 
limits it may become advisable to require 
associations to carry both as an assei and 
liability all delinquencies charged against 
loans more than six months delinquent. Such 
a requirement would be particularly applic- 
able to those concerns which return book 
value upon withdrawals, are maturing stock, 
or are, on account of e cash holdings, 
driven to the expedient of enforcing with- 
drawals, 

“ While the decrease in real estate and 
kindred accounts is not #o great as could 
be desired, still it is to be observed that 
there is a noticeable decrease in that held 
on Masters’ certificates and an inckease in 
that sold on contract, making on the whole 
a more favorable showing than would be 
apparent to the casual observer. | 
“The statute vesting in the State such 
complete jurisdiction over these institutions 
it would not, it seems to me, be amiss to re- 
move some of the restrictions which now 
bind them. Under certain limitations as to 
amount and as to rate of interest or profit to 
be paid or allowed, the removal of limitation 
now fixed on the periodical payment of dues 
might not, and in my judgment would not, 
be inadvisable. Permission to invest 4 cer- 
tain percentage of the assets in government, 
State, or municipal bonds would, in my judg- 
ment, work to the benefit of many associa- 
tions, particularly those which may have old 
series carryihg a large proportion of free 


stock. | 
Disbursements on Matured Shares. 
“In considering the dec in assets 
as co with those of a year ago, one 
should not fail to note that 67,582% shares 
were matured during the year just passed, as 
inst 81.106% during the preceding one. 
This, taken in connection with the decreased 
Uabllittes under this head, develops that up- 
wards of $6,800,000 was disbursed on this 
account during the year. 
“The matured stock payments during the 
preceding year were but $8,110,000 and the 
paymenta on account of withdrawals dur- 
ing that year exceeded those of the present 
one by approximately $6,400,000. The great- 
ly decreased demand on account of with- 
drawals gods to show that the business of 
these concerns is fast approachin®a normal 
condition aud that those who have placed 
their sayings therein have so far recovered 
from the late industrial depression and the 
vigorous campaigns waged nst associa- 
tions by designing men as to make with- 
drawals less necessary, and, with a few un- 
important’exceptions, quite undesirable.”’

they are still in England.

Crime is à disease! There are many who 
dismiss the subject, believing this to be the 
solution. Have they considered what this in- 
volves? Is there any other diseage originated 
by and its course determined by legislative 


dependent ‘upon legislative caprice? 
Accepting tentativély, the definition that 
crime is the result of the failure of an in- 
dividual to adjust himself to his environ- 
“ment and its laws, either by reason of 
ignorance, viciousness, surplus of energy, or 
disease, who constitute the criminal class? 
It is the violation of the standard involved 
‘which makes a man criminal, not the fact 
of his being caught and legally adjudged so. 
If this is true, who constitute the criminal 


and thus diseased classes? How do 


many of the acts of the speculator, corpora- 
tion, trust, and politician differ from those 
of the thief? Only in method, mental being 
substituted for physical force. Any method 


of gain not sanctioned by law is a crime. 


If tomorrow a law should be enacted de- 
claring betting on race tracks a crime, then 
healthy men there yesterday would be in a 
“diseased” class today. In disease, con- 
sciousness makes no difference in the exist- 
ence of it. Without prison walls there must 
be a far greater number of legal criminals 
than are behind them, for there are those 
who have served sentences. Think again 
of the vast number guilty of crimes who are 
not apprehended, for crimes known, and 
think of the multitude of crimes unknown. 
Are you willing to believe that all these 
within a community are diseased, and will 
you without a murmur add to the list the 
grocer who adulterates his foods, the mer- 
chant who makes illegitimate gains, the 
‘citizen who is indifferent in matters regard- 
ing the sanitation dnd health of the com- 
‘munity, and scores of others? The ad- 
mission that crime is a disease carries with 
it appalling results, and no community in 
which disease is so prevalent can long with- 
stand the fusillade of time. Disease, in order 
to be such, must be within the organism 
and not capable of being plastered on today 
and scraped off tomorrow by legislation. 


CRIME AND DISEASE. : 

Is there such a thing as social disease? 
Contemplating society as structurally a 
whole, this may be possible, for crime is 
born of, is inherent in, and is inhibited by, so- 
ciety, but individually this is not true, for 
an essential part of the existence of crime 
is the great social, economic, and industrial 
whole. One need only go into history to find 
the enactments of laws in themselves crim- 
inal, and often a law is repealed because it 
is not for the highest good of the society 
that created it. Crime may be due to dis- 
eased conditions, but does this make it a dis- 
ease? Criminal classes show a large per- 
centage of disease. Why? Is this not in 
a measure not the cause of, but due to, im- 
morality, alcoholic excesses, insufficient nu- 
trition, bad sanitation? In the workhouses 
nearly two-thirds of the women are dis- 
eased. Many start in life with organism de- 
pleted in vitality. The child who has no 
childhood, upon whom the drain of labor 
intended for maturer years is made, cannot 
hope to withstand environmental forces 
through life. ; 

Disease, as observed in its relation to 
crime, follows no fixed law. An epileptic 
may be a criminal, or he may not be, and so 
all through the category- A man may be 
defective and degenerate (though the writer 
must confess finding some difficulty in se- 
curing a normal standard from which to 
measure degeneracy), and yet not criminal, 
and apparently he may be a criminal and 
not either defective or degenerate, as far as 
can Be ascertained by any known test.

For these, among other reasons 
admissions into institutioris are difficuit to 
secure, particularly those of women. A 
number of applications were made, and in 
the institutions in which these measure- 
ments were made, which include the State 
Reform Home at Geneval. II.; Joliet peni- 
tentiary, Cincinnati workhouse, Ohio State 
penitentiary, Columbus, O.; workhouse and 
penitentiary; Blackwell's Island, New Tork 
City, these difficulties upon the part of 
superintendents and warden were removed, 
and not only was courtesy shown but there 
was a sympathetic interest and appreciation 
which rendered extremely difficult and 
fatiguing work less so, and insured greater 
‘accuracy. New York City’s courtesy to the 
West could not have been more e, as 
every facility within the city was placed at 
my disposal. As all of the penal institutions 
are governed by one board, this was of the 
greatest value. 

I found that the women who are in con- 
trol of women are for the greater part more | 
prejudiced against the work than are men, 


and are much more out of touch with the 


progressive and reformatory aspects. As 
the subjects for the tests cannot be compelled 
to submit to them, and would be valueless if 
they came against their will, the cojpera- 
tion of the matrons is absolutely essential. 
Then, too, the inmates often rely upon the 
matron for advice regarding their coming, 
and her assurance that they will not be in- 
jured counts for 50 per cent more than any 
one's else. In one imstance the matron was 
so superstitious regarding the study and its 
import that she would not enter the labora- 
tory, and believed it would in some way 
cause her to loge her position, if it were suc- 
cessfully completed.

magic power, or were loaded with electrici- 
ty, of which they have an absolute Horror. 
Often, if I had to leave the room for a few 
seconds, I would say in a grave, impressive 
tone: I would advise you not to touch 
anything.“ and I would find them sitting in 
the same attitude, apparently not a muscle 
having been moved. Their first question 
upon seeing simple instruments was, Will 
it hurt? Their fear of injury and of hyp- 
notism was great. When asked to close 
their eyes, in order that a hearing test might 
be taken, for the first few moments they 
would constantly open them, endeavoring 
to prevent being hypnotized, or having a 
snap-shot taken of them. Full of ruses 
themselves, they suspect every oneelse. By 
careful explanation of each test I succeed- 
ed in reducing this suspicion. Their fear 
of injury is so great that the utmost cau- 
tion must be used in the order which the 
tests are given. In the beginning of the 
work I gave the test for pain among 
the first, but the results were so disastrous 
in destroying attention and rendering them 
anticipatory that I placed it near the end, 
when they were more used to the laboratory. 
For the same n the tests requiring in- 
struments were as nearly as possible placed. 
last. By this method, after the first 
hour, the subject seemed quite at home, and 
many of them regretted that there was not 
more of it, so they would not have to return 
to work. That these results may be used to 
identify them is a belief which prevents 
many from coming into the laboratory. 
The work is so new to them that the only 
concept within their grasp is that it ismind- 
reading or fortune-teljing, and they persist 
in this belief even after the measurements 
are completed. Many of them have a great 
fear of being found insane, and thought I 
was testing them for insanity. 

During laboratory hours the women have 
often sought me, asking me to tell them t 
they were insane. One admirable subject 
seemed reluctant to depart when I 
her for coming and said I had finished. As 
she still waited I asked her Why?” There- 

ly was: 
ar ell, ain’t you going to read my mind? 

“ Well, here I've been waitin’ for that all 
this time, and now you ain't goin’ to doit. If 
d knowed that I wouldn't ha’ come,” and 
she flounced out of the room before I could 
explain the limitations of my science. ; 

This superstition is perhaps the most seri- 
ous detriment. After one has been in an In- 
stitution a week or ten days it is almost im- 
possible to secure subjects. By this time 
they have had time and opportunity to dis- 
cuss the matter among themselves, and the 
conception of the work and its probable et- 
fects upon them are past reproducing.

AFRAID OF A “HOODOO. 

In the workhouse at Blackwell's Island, 
where there are 400 women, it was not un- 
common during the latter part of my stay to 
see them scatter in all directions when I 
entered the building. My appearance was a 
signal for cessation of action, were they 
scrubbing, at meals, or in the midst of prayer 
in chapel. Though these people are notori- 
ous thieves and steal anything which at- 
tracts their fancy, I never lost anything but 
a pair of foot imprints. An ordinary piece 
of gas tubing, used for smoking paper and 
attached to a gasjet in the main hall, out- 
Asking the matron why it was safe, she re- 
plied: “ The women won't go near it; they 
think it is hoodooed. One old Irish dame de- 
clared she hadn't been right since her head 
was examined,” and in one or two instances 
“the women have gone into nervous spasms 
and have cried bitterly when asked to come. 
Others, instead of crying, became angry. 
Thus, the most careful selection of subjects 
is necessary. Often when it was not possible 
to finish with subjects in the morning or 
afternoon they would abscond, and no Known

Their lack of interest 
many of the tests were performed mechan- 
ically. Although they were privileged to ask 
questions, much effort was necessary to keep 
them interested.

Another difficulty in securing normal con- 
ditions is that these 3 the 
more intelligent, are desirous of getting out 
of prison and seize upon any new person 
from whom they cam secure favors, such as 
mailing letters, etc., or to whom they can 
recount their tales of woe.

The 
purpose of telling their story seemed not 
only to unburden themselves but to secure 
the sympathy of the listener, and many and 
ingenious were the devices used to secure 
influences for parole or release. To a psy- 
chologist neutrality and a scientific atti- 
tude are absolutely essential to trustworthy 
results, and some of the stories and appeals 
were well contrived to overwhelm any re- 
serve equilibrium not consumed in the exer- 
cise of patience. Though the number of 
negroes measured was small, tm no instance 
d they relate their aide of the story, or 
seemingly take to heart their incarceration, 
If once induced to come into the laboratory, 
and their excessive miperstition allayed, they 
proved bright and chéerful subjects. They 
rarely seem depressed.

| CLOSE ATTENTION. 

The uncertainty and rapidity of the crim- 
mal's reaction brings un element of dan- 
ger into the work. In psychology it is es- 
sential that the experimenter be never flag- 
ging in her attention to detaiis or in her 
keenness of observation, and that her at- 
titude should not be disadvantageous to the 


or good intent of the subject renders her 
irritable.

In no other measuremen 
this danger so great as in taking respiration 
curves.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5.—Dr. 
George F. Becker, who was sent 
by the Geological Survey to make a 
scientific exploration of the Philip- 
pines, has brought back with him 


two skeletons of dwarfs belonging to the 


curious aboriginal race of that archipelago 


known as Aetas, or more familiarly as 


“TAttle Niggers.” They are the first of 


their kind ever fetched to this country, and 


y interesting, inasmuch 


considered high! 
as they represent the lowest existing type 
of osseous 


Though adult, the capacity of the skulls 


is only about three-fourths of that of an 
‘average American cranium, and the arm- 


bones are so long that the owners must 
have been able to touch their own knees 


‘with: the tips of their fingers when standing 


erect. The eye-holes are notably long, and 
in other characteristics, particularly the 
formation of the jaws, they are quite 
monkey-like. Even the feet are different 


“from ours, the big toe being more developed 


and the three outer toes of each foot so modi- 
fied as to turn inward, like those of some 
Nearest to Missing Link. 


The Aetas, together with the Kalangs or 
Java and the pigmies of central Africa. are 


the lowest human beings on the face of the 


earth, approaching most nearly to the the- 


oretical type of the missing link. They were 
the earliest inhabitants of Polynesia, and 


‘remnants of them still linger ic some of the 
larger islands in that part of the world. 


The men average only 4 feet 8 inches in 


height, and both sexes have a strikingly ape- 


Uke appearance. Their wool is black, their 
heads seem too large for their bodies, and 
their jaws project beyond their noses, while 
their faces are wrinkled in deep lines like 
those of monkeys. 

They live wild in the forests, much after 
the manner of monkeys, sowing no pliant, 
subsisting on wild fruits mainly, and indulg- 
ing in no Intercourse with more civilized 
human beings.

New things are more curious than a 
comparison between a horse's skeleton and 
that of a man, placed side by side, pretty 
nearly every bone in the latter’s makeup 
having its place in the structure of the 
former, so that, looking at the two together, 
one realizes that the creatures they repre- 
sent, though so little alike to the casual eye, 
are, in reality, cousins, being derived from 


the same original ancestry... | 
Anthropoid Apes. 
The collection referred to doubtless will 


include skeletons of the great anthropold 
apes, of which the chimpanzee’s is by far 


the most like that of man. Next comes the 


gorilla, which, though commonly pictured 
standing up on its hind legs, in reality rarely 
assumes the erect attitude, its customary 
mode of locomotion being on all fours and 
supporting itself upon the knuckles of its 
hands. Man is the only anthropoid that 
walks on the flat of the foot, that member 
in the apes being set obliquely. 

As for the orang, its whole structure is 


~ modified for climbing, inasmuch as it almost 


never descends to the ground, its life being 
spent in trees, its nest of branches and 
leaves, placed in a convenient fork, being

Ecuador, is to be purchased pri- 
marily because of its suitableness as a 
coaling station for warships, but also in 
the expectation that its usefulness will be 
enormously enhanced when, in the not dts- 
tant future, the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
are connected by a canal. It will then be 
directly on the route to the southern Pacific, 
and a foothold there will have great strate- 
gic as well as commercial importance, 

The island is a member of the famous 
Galapagos group, and lies 600 miles due 
west of Guayaquil, the equator running di- 
rectly through the little archipelago. There 
are fifteen islands in the group—five big 
ones and eleven small ones—without count- 
ing many islets. The largest of them all is 
Albemarle, which is sixty miles in length. 
Chatham is fifth in point of size. a 

Most of the islands are in sight of one 
another, some of them being separated by 
only eight or ten miles of sea, They are 
fertile and healthful, the climate being not 
excessively hot owing to the remarkably 
low temperature of the surrounding waters. 


‘The name Galapagos means black tur- 
tles, and was bestowed by the Spaniards 
in the sixteenth century on account of the 
gigantic tortoises which they found there in 
astonishing numbers. | | 
The — * are barren around their edges 
and near the water, the landscape being 
characterized by broken masses of lava 
strown about. In the wet season bushes 
grow up between the rocks, and odd-looking 
cacti develop. However, toward the interior 
of the large members of the group the aspect 
of things becomes different, and, ascending 
from the coast to an elevation of 800 or 1,000 
feet, the traveler finds a luxuriant vegeta- 


tion. In the old craters of the now-extinet. 


volcanoes the soil, of decomposed leva, is 
extremely rich, and tropical plant life is’ 
highly developed. Springs usually are found 
in these basins and showers are frequent in 
the humid heights. 

Geologists say that anciently the Gala- 
pagos Islands were a part of the continent of 
South America, but a subsidence of that por- 


tion of the earth's crust left only the peaks 


of a few lofty volcanoes above the water. 
The huge tortoises which lived in that region 
sought refuge—those of them, that is to say, 
which were lucky enough to escape the 
deluge—on the tops of the mountains, from 
which they were able to survey the floods 
with a Noachian philosophy., Thus split up 
into colonies they acquired traits in accord- 
ance with their environments, and in the 
coufse of time became e as dis- 
tinct species, each island having its own. 
Only Albemarle Island possesses two species 
of turtles, and this is because it is divided 
into two parts by a lava stream impassable 
to the reptiles. 7 
Domestic Animals Gone Wild. 

One of the most remarkable things about 
Chatham Island is the presence there of 
thousands of pussy Cats, every one of which 
is entirely black. Of course, they are de- 

from pets escaped from ships. They 
live in crevices of the lava near the coast 
and get a living by hunting for crabs and 
fishes. Other domestic animals run wild, 
derived from progenitors, brought by ves- 


„and are numerous on all of the large 


sels 
islands. of the group. There are wild dogs 
in droves, wild chickens in flocks, wild cat- 
tle, wild horses, wild goats, and wild asses, 
which have acquired an interesting 
of ‘sitting da their haunches like rabbits. 
When Darwin, the famous naturalist, vis- 
ited the group sixty-five years ago he found 
on the islands forty-nine species of mam- 
mals, birds, and reptiles, which were un- 
wn anywhere else in the world. But by 
ar the most remarkable of all the animals 
were the great turtles referred to, some 
of which reached a weight of 600 and even 
700 pounds. Indeed, there is authentic rec- 
ord of one specimen that tipped the scalés 
at 870 pounds. | | | 
One reason why these tortoises are inter- 
esting is that they are the only survivors 
today of an ancient race of giant turtles 
that was conspicuous in the early part of the 
tertiary epoch: Unfortunately, only a few 
of them are now left, and before long they 
will be wholly extinct, Already nearly all 
of the largest ones have been captured and 


eaten. 
Turtles Taken for Food- 

It is reckoned that no fewer than 10,000,000 

of these turtles have been taken from the 


islands since their discovery. Unhappily for 


them, their flesh is exceedingly good to eat, 
even surpassing that of the green turtle, it 
‘is said. Dampier, writing in 1684, said that 
it resembled the meat of a pullet, and he 
added: The oil we kept in jars, and used 
it instead of butter to eat with dumplings.”’ 
Rogers, in 1707, wrote: The eggs of these 
tortoises are as big as those of a goose, 
white, with hard shells, and exactly round. 
Two men rode on the back of one of the 
creatures, and it carried them with ease.“ 
In 1798 Colnet described their nests as 
‘thrown up in circular form, never contain- 
ing more than three eggs, which are heated 
dy the sun, a hole being so contrived as to 
admit its rays through its daily course.“ This 
last statement would make it appear that 
the reptiles Had a knowledge of astronomy. 

‘The turtles were admirably adapted as 


provisions for ships, inasmuch as they could 


be retained alive for a year without food or 
water, the latter, to the amount of abont 
two gallons in a full-grown specimen, be- 
ing kept by the animal in a sort of bag. 
Being notably intelligent, they could be 
‘taught to confine themselves on deck to any 
place arranged for their accommodation by 
whipping them gently with a rope’s end. 
Toward the end of the seventeenth century 


the Galapagos group became a great rendez- 


vous for pirates, who were fond of turtle 
meat, and in later days whalers went there 
to provision their vessels and carried off 


thousands of the tortoises, one ship taking 


as many as 700 of them. Finally a factory 


was established for the purpose of making 
turtle ofl, which product was turned out at 
the rate of 3,000 gallons a year. The wild 

, too, ate large numbers of young tur- 
tles, their habit being to wait for the eggs 
to hatch and then gobble the infant tortoises. 


The tortoises are vegetable feeders, living 
largely on succulent cactus, which serves 
for both food and drink. They are fond of 
water, and though seeming to thrive on the 
smaller islands, which are without springs. 
they make long pilgrimages to reach the 
wells on the heights of the larger tslands. 
Traveling day and night on these journeys 
at thé rate of three or four miles an hour. 
they require two or three days to make the 
trip. Regular roads, such as would be made 
by carts, branch out from the springs in 
every. direction, leading from them to the 
coast, and it was by 9 these well- 
traveled tortoise paths that the 
first discovered the watering places. ; 

The turtles are supposed to be totally deaf 
and take no notice even of the report of a 
gun, but if made aware of the approach of 
a man they utter a loud hiss. In 1885, during 
the famous voyage of the Beagle, Darwin 
found the animals still numerous on Chat- 
ham, Charles. and James Islands, though he 
notes that their numbers were much re- 
duced, owing to the quantities of them taken 
by whalers and by parties from the main- 
land which visited the islands for the pur- 
pose of salting tortoise meat and making 
oll from the fat. In 1875 Captain Cookson 
said that only a few individuals were left 
on Chatham Island, and that they were 
much lessened in numbers on Hood, James 
and Indefatigable Islands, though plentiful 
on Albemiarie and Abingdon. | 

Probabiy no more large turtles will come 
from the Galapagos group, and, though the 
race maß Unger for some time longer, it 
must ultimately become extinct. 

The Galapagos turtles are black and have 
long, snakelike necks and feet curi re- 
sembling those of elephants. On this dc. 
count one of the species has been called 
“ elephantopus,”” or elephant foot.

B. Felsenthal of Chicago, How- 


ever, Favors Palestine 


OTHERS GIVE OPINIONS, 


TONISM, a movement which contem- 

plates rehabilitating Palestine as the 

distinctive home of the Jewish race, 

is made the subject of a symposium 
in the last issue of the Hebrew Union 
College Journal, to which some of the lead- 
ing representatives of that people in the 
United States are contributors. The Journal 
is published by the students of the college 
at Cincinnati, and the symposium includes, 
among others, articles by Rabbi I. M. Wise 
of Cincinnati and by Rabbi B. Felsenthal of 
Chicago. Arguments for and against the 
movement are set forth, and it is made to 
appear that the question is one concerning 
which there is a sharp division of opinion 
Among Jewish people in America. 


Rabbi Wise strongly opposes the plans of 
the supporters of Zionism, and says in part: | . 


bunderstand under Zionism an extended 
Benal Berith association for the benefit 
chiefly of Russian, Polish, and Roumanian 
coreligionists, or rather the large class of the 
poor among them. To’ contribute to this 
B. B. association and to cotperate with the 
dispensa- 
tion of alms in any form. 5 
According to all I know of the disposition 
3 temper of the sons and daughters of 
Israel, large numbers of them would have 
attached themselves to this organization— 
although quite a number of them do not con- 
sider it their duty to feed Russia's men- 
dicants, made by her infamous mierule—if its 
mouthpieces, leaders, and agents had not 
made it impdéssible for thinking citizens 
among cultured nations on the one hand, and 
for orthodox Rabbinites and Hasidites of 
Russia on the other hand, to identify them- 
selves with the Zionistic movement. In Rus- 
‘sia it was the irreligious or even anti-re- 
ligious character of the movement and.its 
leaders—according to the conceptions of Rus- 
sian rabbins, of course—and in the lands of 
culture it was the nationalistic movement 
revived and the political aspiration imposed 
-which led to the antagonism. | 


Says Patriotism Is Slandered. 

Now, after we have for many decades 
attempted to make our neighbors under- 
stand that we are men and patriots every- 
where, Americans in America, Englishmen 
in England. Frenchmen in France, Germans 
in Germany, and so in all other countries, 
without if or when, without dodge or sub- 
terfuge, and protest loudly and emphatically 
against any and every denial of our civic 
virtues—now come these Zionists and pro- 
claim us as members of a foreign nation, 
one that has not existed in fact nearly nine- 
teen centuries, give us all the lie, and brand 
us fossils and mummies, fit subjects for the 
museum.

And whenever you hear again your good 
preachers proclaiming from their pulpits 
anti-Zionistic tirades,and whenever you read 
again articles emanating from the pens of 
the distinguished editors of some of the 
American-Jewish periodicals—articies full of 
a fanatic anti-Zionistic spirit—please com- 
pare, then, these utterances with the official 
Basle program, and—to what conclusion 
will you then come?

Lies in Ruins at Deadwood. 
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RUIN OF THE DEADWOOD coe. 


. D., Jan. 5—At the

side of one of the main thoroughfares 

of the present Deadwood there stands 

an old, broken down, worn out stage 

coach, which has a history of his- 
tories. It is loved by many an old-timer in 
the Black Hills, because it was the first 
messenger between the western tine of 
civilization and their newly acquired home 
among the rugged mountains. It was some 
time after the first man entered the hills 
before a regular stage coach was put on 
between any of the cities along the border 
of civilization and the Black Hills mining 
camps. 

During the year of 1876, two years after 
the arrival of the Russell expedition at Cus- 
ter, the organization of the Cheyenne and 
Black Hills stage line was effected and the 
first stage coach was sent out from Cheyenne 
for Custer. The Indians were unusually 
troublesome at that time and the proprietors 
of the stage company were fearful! lest their 
venture might come to a disastrous end 
because of the ravages of the redskins. 

One day in the summer of 1876 this first 
stage coach was started out from Cheyenne 
with a load of passengers and baggage, and 
with the famous driver, “ Califorma 
Charlie,” and four strong horses, A on- 
stant lookout was kept for Indians through- 
out the journey, but there was no incident 
worthy of mention on the long trip and 
the coach reached Custer City in safety. 
The miners of that camp went wild over 
the event and the old town turned out that 
night fora genuine celebration. | 

The following day California Charlie,“ 
who had kept a level head during the fes- 
tivities of the night previous, made prepara- 
tions for a return trip to Cheyenne. There 
were enough would-be passengers to fill 
the coach several times and lots were drawn, 
there being twelve lucky numbers. About 
9 o'clock, on a July day, “ California 
Charlie cracked his whip over the heads 
ot his leaders and the start was made across 
the wilderness which lay between Custer 
and Cheyenne. 

Everything went well until the stage coach 
reached an old creek bed, a few miles out 
of Custer. Here, without a moment's warr- 
ing, a, band of Indians, in war paint, sprang 
frofa ambush commenced pouring’ in 
a heavy fire upon the coach and passengers. 
“ California Charlie” plied his whip and 
there was a run of a few miles, with the 
Indians in hot pursuit. The driver suddenly 
dropped over in his seat and fell into the 
boot of the coach, dead, a bullet having 
gone throtigh his head. The horses came 
to a standstill and stood waiting for a word 


from the driver. ae 
The Indians came up behind the coach on

Next 
day the coach was brought back to Custer 
for a fresh start for Cheyenne, the trip being 
accomplished without any trouble. 

The same coach made frequent trips to 
Custer during the summer of 1876 and on 
Sept. 25, of the same year, the first run was 
mede into Deadwood: The distance trom 
Deadwood to Cheyenne was about 800 miles, 
through an intensely hostile country. As 
soon as the route was thoroughly es- 
tablished, traffle became heavy. Fora num- 
ber of years, up to 1881, all of the bullion 
from the Homestake company’s mine was 
shipped out under heavy guard by this stage 
route.

“Finally, there is one other method of 
judging the prospects of such an enterprise. 
This is, as the Talmud puts . to see what 
people think about it, and it is a fact that 
in the year ending on July 1, 1899, 87,415 
Jewish immigrants; coming from Russia, 
landed in the United States.

Mr. Chamberlain’s Sunday school class. He

Mr. Cham- 
berlain was a strict disciplinarian, yet at- 
tractive in. his manner. He did not spare 
our faults. On one occasion he was ques- 
tioning the class and, our answers not satis- 
fying him; .he rose from his chair and, sur- 
veying us through his eyeglass. observed: 
Well, you are, without exception, the most 
ignorant sét of fellows I ever came across!’ 
„On another occasion one of our number 
was reading the description of a famous bat - 
tle, and said that a certain.‘ corpse charged 
the enemy. The teacher looked up, but said 
nothing. Presently it came to the same lad 8 
turn to read again. and he said that the 
crows were Hying o’er the plain, crowing— 
meaning “ cawing —as they flew.’ This was 
too much for Mr. Chamberlain, who. rose 
from his chair and said: ‘ Look here, ——, if 


you don’t know any better, I pity and for- | 
give you; but if I thought you id those 


words willfully I would give you a down- 
right good thrashing.’ 

It mudt be remembered that in those days 
corporal punishment in Sundax schools was 
by no means uncammon; but, in spite of this 
threat, we are assured that Mr. Chamber- 
lain was never known. to resort to physical 
chastisement. 


Bible Not Used asa Text Bock. 


It win be seen that the Bible was not used 
by Chamberlain at ‘his class book. Thirty 


years ago the Sunday school was the only | 


school which many children’ ever had an 
opportunity of attending, and the teaching 
then was not exclusively confined, as now, 


to religious instruction, At. Broad street, 


for example, while’ Mr. Chamberiain was 


teaching the senior. boys history, science, \,

In confining himself, 
therefore, to secular, subjects Mr. Chamber- 
lain was not adopting an exceptional or 
even uncommon course of procedure.

HILE The Song of the Sword,” 
which Mr. E. H. Sothern and Mise 
Virgwia Harned presented last 
week was not an apt preface to 4. 
poetic drama like The Sunken, 
Bell,“ which will be their offering this week, 
it was, in itself, not an unattractive play. It 
simply was a play typical of the Sothern the 
stage and the public have known ug to the 
present time. Inasmuch as the actor has 
shown dissatisfaction at that status, and has 
asserted his intention of remodeling it, he 
did not display the utmost discretion in per- 


mitting Captain Egalite or“ The Song of the den 


Sword to stand so near Heigyich, the bell- 
maker of The Sunken Bell“ What he did 
was to emphasize his charatteristics as a 
melodramatic actor when he was on the eve 
of discarding them. The width of the gulf, 
however, would have been as great had he 
stepped from The King’s Musketeer” to 
the Hauptmann allegory, the only difference 
being that a new role stands out more clearly 
than one which has been familiar for a sea~ 
son. 

As long as the public wants to see Sothern, 
the swordsman and the rescuer of oppressed 
damsels, he will be jhstified in appearing in 
plays like The Song of the Sword.” They 
make good entertainments, they do 
and Mr. Sothern stages them so that they - 

‘please the eye, and acts them in a manner 
which does not offend the intelligence. As 
for The Song of the Sword itself, it is in- 
ferior as a play to any of hfs pieces of recent 
seasons, except A Colonial Girl” and The 
King’s Musketeer,” and asan entertainment 
it is inferior to The King’s Musketeer, 
which was so good a spettacie that the loose- 

mess with which its tableaux were bound . 

together did not much matter. The merits 
of The Song of the Sword,” however, are 
not to be discounted. Although it has been 
charged with being artificial, it is not more 
go than other romantic dramas of the Soth- 
ern category, from An Enemy t the 
King and The Prisoner of Zenda down.

More and more as time passes Chicago 
will be glad it discerned the worth of “ Ari- 
zona,“ when it was produced here last sum- 
mer, and that it gave the play a support 
ch enabled it to run throughout the en- 
tire ummer and to-go its way with deserved 
prestige. Had the play been produced by 
aA Syndicate manager it would have gone di- 
rectly from Chicago to New York, or, what 
is More likely, would first have seen the 
light on a Broadway stage. As both the 
playwright, Augustus Thomas, and the pro- 
ducing managers were outside the syndicate 
fold, it was found impossible to gain an en- 
trance into the first theatrieal city in the 
country. After leaving Chicago at the con- 
clusion of its special return engagement of

made a conquest of the reviewers. Whether 
it fared so well with the public is not known. 
The incident of present interest is that one 
night last week the dramatic critic of one 
of the New York papers saw a performance 
of the play. He returned to New York and 
wrote an article of almost extravagant 
praise, into which he inserted the following 
remarkable and vainglorious paragraph: 
It seems strange to us that a play pos- 
sessing such virile human qualities as Ari- 
zona should have to walt so long for a New 
York opening. ‘ Arizona’ was originally 
produced in Chicago last August—if we re- 
member rightly—and ever since has been 
batting about the country, here and there 
and everywhere, waiting for the New York 
opening which was to give it its hallmark 
of continental approval.

The Chicago Orchestra’s season goes on 
apace, the rehearsal and concert of this 
week being the ninth of the current series. 
The program arranged for these perform- 
ances is one of exceptional interest and can- 
not fail to claim the attention of all who 
are musically inclined, inasmuch as the 
popular and serious elements are about 
evenly balanced. 

The overture to Der Freyschüts,“ with 
which the program opens, is the most fre- 
quently performed and therefore the best 
known of all of Weber’s overtures. The 
presentation of this week will be the fifth 
which this work has received by the Chi- 
cago Orchestra during the nine years of its 
existence. It was in 1821 that Der Frey- 
schiltz"’ was produced at Berlin, when it 
achieved one of the most spontaneous and 
enthusiastic successes ever accorded to any 
German opera. The overture since has re- 
mained one of the most untversally popular 
compositions of its class and one of the 
stock pieces in the répertoire of all great 
concert orchestras. Richard Wagner spent 
the year 1863 traveling and giving orchestral , 
concerts, and in Vienna he performed this 
overture with immense success. 

The second number on the program will be 
Beethoven’s Concerto for piano, violin, and 
Violoncello, with orchestra. This work 
constitutes the week's novelty, so to speak, 
never having been given at these concerts 
before. The artists chosen for the perform-¥ 
ance of this interesting composition are all 
resident musicians, the violin soloist being 
Mr. Bare, and the cellist Mr. Steindel—both 
from the ranks of the orchestra itself—with 
Mr. Leopold Godowsky at the piano. The 
bringing together of three such distin- 
guished players increases the interest which 
the announcement of the composition itself.

| NEWS or THE CHURCHES. || 


Episcopalians in the United States seek to 
erect in Havana a parish church to cost, 
with site, not less than $50,000. This church 
is to be located on the Prado, and is to be for 
the American officials and the leading peo- 
ple of Havana. The explanation is made 
that social lines are drawn to a far greater 
extent in Havana than in any American 
city, and that if men and women in Cuba 
who really reach and affect the educational, 
the social, and the epiriutal affairs of the is- 
land are to attend it, a church expressly for 
them must be established. There is an 
Episcopal church that is not in the promi- 
net part of Havana, Hut it would be social 
ostracism for upper classes to attend it. 
There is another Episcopal church, started 
to reach the controlling classes, but the min- 
ister in charge took yellow fever while serv- 
ing in it, and now services have to be held 
in a private parlor. The minister is recov- 
ering. proposeé new parish will, it is 
claimed, be self-supporting in two years. 


‘The committee appointed by the recent 
Pan-Presbyterian Council at Washington, 
charged with the collection of data concern- 
ing titles to land in Manila held by the 
friars, has accumulated a large amount of 
material, and has on the ground an able 
representative. The latter was sent out be- 
fore it was known that Archbishop Chap- 
pelle was to proceed to the Philippines, but 
it has so happened that both the Presbyterian 
lawyer and the Archbishop have reached 
Manila at about the same time. If the 
friars have a good title to the properties, 
which comprise a large proportion of the 
walled city, nobody wants to disturb them,

Conditions of Life Along the Canal 
During Its Construction—Figures on 
Crimes and Accidents. 
INCE the work of construction began

Slowly and 
with much friction the forces of law and 
order have gained ground, and the rough, 
lawless, and ignorant element has di- 
minished until its presence along the chan- 
nel no, longer attracts public attention, as 
it did a few years ago. e process of 
evolution ‘was an inevitable one, follo 
naturally in the progress of the chann 
and the decreasing number of men em- 


ployed on the work. |

Romeo came hordes of negroes, 
by the contractors from all 
South, where works of a public character 
had been or were in progress.

To this 
class were added hundreds of foreigners 
of nearly every nationality, ignorant of the 
laws and indifferent to the customs of the 
It was impossible to avert the conse- 
quences of massing such a mixed por. 
tion, The channel became known and 
wide as the home of crime and disorder, 
almost as well as it was known to be the 
greatest undertaking of modern times, A 
police force was organized and drastic 
methods were employed to keep in check 
The task was per- 
formed only in a degree, for the resources of 
the police department were limited. Ten 
times the number of policemen would have 
been none too many. ie 


HEALTH MEASURES. | | 

Previous to the establighment of a system 
of sanitary inspection along the channel, 
and soon after work began on the first geo- 
tion, sickness was prevalent to an alarm- 
ing extent in the quarters where the labor- 
ers were housed and fed. Numbers of these 
places were located in low, swampy spots, 
abounding in malaria, and with no facilities 
whatever for proper drainage. The bunk- 
houses weré poorly constructed and much 
overcrowded. The water was impure, and 
no proper provision had been made for the 
disposition of camp sewage. 

Dr. William Martin, the sanitary inspector 
of the district; made a thorough examination 
of the conditions, and his recommendations 
were adopted by the trustees as a safeguard 
against epidemics. It was through this ex- 


condition of the workmen that the State 


Board of Health passed the law preventing 


the overcrowding of iodging-houses and de- 
fining the minimum air space to be allowed 
each lodger.

WAGES OF WORKMEN. 

The general stagnation in business when 
the construction work began was not per- 
mitted to affect the wages of the unskilled 
workmen. The Board of Trustees upheld 
the minimum rate of 15 cents an hour for 
common labor, and the contractors found 
no trouble in evading the eight-hour law 
because of the desire of the men to earn as 
much as possible in a day. No trade unions 
interfered with this tice, and from the 
beginning absolute trade in labor has 
prevailed. The average daily wages of the 
men have remained almost throughout the 
construction period as follows: “* 

Laborers, $1.50 to $1.76; teamsters, $1.50 to 
$1.40; drillers, $1.75 to $2; trainmen, $1.75 to

Romeo, Sag Bridge, and Summit had their 
share of saloons and gambling dens. 

In these places hundreds of workmen in 
search of amusement gathered nightly, a 
reckless and vicious crowd, ready at any mo- 
ment to jeopardize their lives or commit any 
form of excess. They were the prey of the 
saloonkeeper and the gambling shark” 
alike, and in turn they robbed each other 
if a chance was offered. They fought among 
themselves, sometimes in the heat of 
passion and sometimes for the mere sake of 
fighting, They drank deeply of the most 
they were tired out, and then sought sleep in 
bunks. 


ORGIES FOLLOW PAY DAYS. 


Crime and drunkennéss reached a monthly 
climax when pay day arrived—the first Sat- 
urday of each month. As a general rule the 
men were paid after the day’s work was 
over. Not a few of the subcontractors had 
an arrangement with the saloonkeepers by 
which the men received their wages in the 
saloons. After deducting what was due for 
drinks purchased during the month, settling 
for his rd, and paying his hospital fee of 
two cents a day, the laborer was ¢ ly 
fortunate Who left the saloon with any 
money in his pocket. | 

The week following pay day was generally 
productive of one or more murders and no 
end of shooting and stabbing affrays, rob- 
beries, and fights. During the eleven mionths 
prior to the organization of the police force 
the total number of violent deaths from al 
causes along, the canal was twenty-nine, of 
which eight were murders. After the police 
force assumed its duties and up to Dec. $1, 
four murders com- 
mitted. The year 1 is an exception, in 
that no murders have taken place, a fact due 
to the previous completion of nearly all the 
sections and the decreased number of men 
on the work. 

The negro was the special victim of the 
unscrupulous contractor and saloonkeeper. 
His ignorance and shiftlessness were taken 
advantage of in every possible way, and it 
was a well-known fact that the average 
amount of money in a negro’s pocket at the 
end of the month seldam exceeded $5. If he 
boarded at the contractor's camp he was 
charged 80 cents a week for his sleeping 
accommodations and from $3.50 to $4 a week 


one of the flimsy “ shacks" called cottages 
he paid $5 a month rent and bought his pro- 
Visions at the contractor's store. 
More. than one romance developed in this 
little settlement, and there is a well-founded 
tradition that six weddings were agreed to 
in three years by young folks spending their 
summers at Romeo. It is also a part of the 
tradition that these alliances were the in- 
evitable result of partaking of the waters of 
the Matrimonial Spring” at Romeo—a 
name given to 4 spring after two marriages 
had taken place among the young people 
living in the toon. 


CRIMES-AND ACCIDENTS. 

The first four years-in the 
work of the channel were memorable ones. 
They constitute a red chapter in the annals 
of the great enterprise. Human life was 
held cheaply along the big ditch in those

der. The efforts of the sanitary police could 
not suppress entirely the lawless element 
when there were thousands of men to be 
looked after by a mere handful of officers. 

Accidents were of daily occurrence. Fa- 
miliarity with the use of explosives made 
the men careless and they suffered in con- 
sequence while the blasting operations went 
on. Machinery became out of order and 
added to the fatalities. Drunken workmen 
strayed in their footsteps and became the 
victims of passing trains on the Chicago and 
Alton and the Santa Fe railroads, while the 
water in the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
claimed ita share of the dead. 


ALMOST A LYNCHING. 

The regularity with which their live stock 
was being stolen at one time led the farmers 
to organize a lynching party in the Summit 
district. They had deen losing cows all 
summer and fall and the police had been un- 
able to locate the thief. Finally, by mere 
luck, the farmers caught a man named Hale 
Griving a stolen cow toward Joliet. They 
were in the act of stringing him up to a tree 
when the police interfered. Hale confessed 
while in jall that he had stolen fifteen cows 
from nine different farmiers at the rate of 
one a week and that he had sold them to resi- 
dents of Joliet at good prices. 

The many acts of lawlessness were wrong- 
fully charged by the general public against 
the entire body of workmen, when, in fact, 
a comparatively small proportion was re- 
sponsible. The testimony of the police goes 
to show that tramps, or “‘ hobos,” who in- 
test d the line of the channel in great num- 
bers, a certain element of the negroes, and 
the constant presence of temporarily unem- 
ployed men were responsible for the bad 
réputation that attached to the channel fn 
its early days. 

An inspection of the records of the Police 
department discloses a steady decrease of 
crime after 1896. No murder was recorded 
during 1899, and the number of arrests was 
smaller than in any preceding year.

The police also took charge of 
20 dead bodies and restrained seventeen in- 
sane persons. Five persons were rescued 
from drowning and five suicides were pre- 
vented. Nearly 200 persons wefe taken to 
hospitals, 275 persons’ were sent to jail for 
non-payment of fines, and fifty were con- 
signed to the bridewell. 

It was nearly four years after the 
of the sanitary act when the Board of 
Trustees secured the adoption of an amend- 
ment by the General Assembly conferring 
police power upon the district, and on Aug.

James was a Cornishnran, H 1 come to 
the town the year before, straight from his 
Cornish home, and was chosen sexton. 
When he received the apointment he went 
with his bride to live in a little old house 
in the cemetery. They lived there for many

The 
German consulates at Chicago, Buenos 
Ayres, and Constantinople have already 
been provided with commercial attachés, 
and the system is to be extended to all Ger- 
man consulates in the principal centers of 
commerce and industry in foreign countries.

It is now decided that it would 
be infinitely preferable that the reward for 
services rendered should take the form of 
advancement in rank and in pay, or of a 
decoration, rather than removal from a 
sphere of activity with which the official in 


question has become thoroughly and use- 


fully acquainted. 


Need for Change in America. 

There is not one of these reforms that is 
not deserving of the attention of the Amer- 
ican and English governments and people. 
In fact, the adoption is far more necessary 
to the United States and to Great Britain 
than it is to Germany. ‘There is no doubt 
but what every American Consular official 
should be an American citizen, adequately 
paid for his services and possessed of the 
assurance that a conscientious performance 
of his duties will meet with recognition. At 
the present moment Consulships are given 
in this country for political services, while in
